MILES OF WARSHIPS. 
King Edward Reviews British Fleet In 
~ the-Solent. : 

Cowes, Eng., Aug. 2.—The last of 
the great naval pageants, which‘ for 
the past few months have played 
such # prominent part in the cam- 
paign waged around the question of 
Great Britain’s sea power, took place, 
Saturday, afternoon in the Solent, 
where eighteen miles of warships 
reviewed by King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra. 

Anchored in three main columns, 
with smaller craft in flanking lines, 
every ship dressed and newly paint. 
ed, the fleet preacnted a magnificent 
spectacle, and the scene was 3trik- 
ingly picturesque. as the royal yacht 
Victorie and Albert, bearing Their 
Majesties, and. escorted by the <Ad- 
mnirs'ty yachta, and the White+Star 
Line steamer Adriatic, on which mem- 
bers of the House of Lords and the 
Commons hed spithered, passed. down:

The surrounding waters were 
crowded with steamers and craft of 
all kinds, which were thronged with 
spectators. The gaiety of the scene 
was greatly heightened by the per- 
mission given the officers to entertain 
their friends. | Every warship was

Cost of Freight. 


The Dominion Government is mak- 
ing tests regarding the cost of car- 
tiage of goods between Montreal and 
Canadian ports on the Pacific coast 
by the way.of Mexico, and a Govern- 
ment official sailed on the Elder 

} Dempster steamer Bornu from Hali- 
fax on her last voyage to supervise 
the test. The scheme is to have 
freight carried by water from Mont- 
real and other Canadian ports to a 
point near Vera Cruz in Mexico, 
thence overland by the Tehuantepec 
Railway, s distance of 200 miles to 
Tehuantepec, on the Pacific seaboard, 
and thence by water again to the 
place of final destination. It is claim- 
ed that by this route freight can be 
carried from Montreal to British 
Columbia porta 20 per cent. cheaper 
than overland via the C.P.R. Should 
the experiment prove a success, the 
Mexican Railway mentioned, which 
has recently been completed, will be 
double tracked in order, to accom. 
modate the largé traffic to which this 
route would give rise. The possibili- 
ties for development by the roposed 
route are great, notwithstanding the 
fact that the total distance is several 
times as far as'by the direct overland 
railway fine.

Spokane, Wash., Aug. 2.—Ten_ per- 

sons were killed and at least sixty 
were injured in a head-on collision of 
4 two electric trains on the Spokane and 
International Railway late Saturday 
afternoon. 
The wreck occurred at Coldwell, 
Wash., “a station between Cover 
D'Aleae,.

Very new In belts is a casing of white 
linen with a conventionalized border | 
worked In colored mercerized cottons 
the same-tone as a beary ribbop belt- 
ing which fs run through it.

The casing is cut about an inch 
wider than the belting and has an ir- 
regular viney edge and different shap- 
ed medallions embroidered on each 
edge, with vertical designs runving 
through them. The edges of the cas- 
ing and medallions are worked in nar- 
row buttonbole stitch and then cut 
out. The latter thus make slides which 
come oter the belting. The Sowers 
are worked In satin stitch. 

A clover design worked in green is 
effective for wearing with a green 
belt, while with a brown ove a con- 
ventionalized motif of chestnuts and 
leaves should be embroidered ard but- 
tonboled in browns. The edges of the 
oval, oblong or square medallion slides 
are finished in straight buttonhole 
stitch about a sixteenth of 2n inch 
deep or lets.

City of Osaka, Japan, Visited by 
Terrible Conflagration. 





Many Thousands Are Homeless and 
and Confronted by Starvation— 
Populace, Firemen and Troops 
Unite In Struggle With Fire—Tem- 

ple, Museum, Banks and Many} 
Beautiful Buildings Are Destroyed 


Osaka, Japan, Aug. 2.—Confusion 
still Prevails here as a result of Sat- 
urday’s disastrous: fire. Thousands of 
persons are homeless and hunger is 
staring many of them in the lace. 

A system of relief has been o: an- 
ized by the municipal authorities but 
it is inadequate. Outside ‘cities and 
towns are asasisting, 

The number of casualties has not 
res been determined, but hundreds of 
injured persona are crowding the hos- 


pitals, : 

The latest estimates are that 20,000 
buildings were déatroyed, -including 
banks, the stock exchange, the mu- 
seum, Government edifices, and fac- 
tories. 

Losses“ are given roughly at several 
million yen. [t is feared that con- 
sequently some of the insurance com- 
Panics will fail, 

The conflagratign lasted more than 
35 hours. The strects of the city are 
very ncrrow, and the houses mostly 
of wood constuction. 

Under a strong breeze therefore the 
buildings were easy prey for the 
flemes. The firemen fought valiantly 
azeinst the odds of lack of water and 
wind, and many of them fell uncon- 
scious. 

The belongings of the people who 
were able to wave anything from their 
burning homes are piled in greas 
heaps along the railroad tracks from 
Osaka to Kobe, where they were re- 
moved early Saturday morning when 
the fire broke out. 

All day Saturday and far into the 
night the male populace assisted fire- 
men and the troops in quenching the 
conflagration.

Aeroplane at Petawawa Makes a Trial 

» Carrying Baldwin as Passenger and 
Makes Successful Flights Up and 
Down the Field, But Strikes Knol? 
While Alighting—Principles of the 
Mathine Are Proven a Success. 


- Petawawa Camp, Aug. 3.—From the 
aviators” standpoint, the future of the 
preliminary trials -of the “Silver 
Dart" over Petawawa common early 
yesterday was the successful working 
of the new motor. ©, : 

The aerodrome attained the highest 
speed yet made in Canada — forty 


miles an hour or over—and carried for ' 


the first time an additional passenger. 

Four’ flights, or hops, were made, 
the first three being about half-mile 
each and the fourth about three-quar- 
ters of a mile. $ 

Unfortunately, when making the 
fourth landing, the sun dazzled the 
aviators and the forward wheel of the 
aerodrome struck a knoll at an angie 
and the machine ricochetted and fell 
‘on its side, wrecking the wings and 
framework. The motor remained un- 
injured. The aviators received only 
a few scratches. 

The trials were held before sunrise. 
No wind was blowing and weather 
conditions were perfect. J. D. Mc- 
Curdy, with whom the “Silver Dart” 
has always been associated, was in 
the front position, in charge of the 
controlling apparatus, and Casey 
Baldwin went along as a passenger. 

The propeller was started and, un- 
der heavy pressure, the aerodrome 
rath. cblebatet f forward. After travel- 
ing ort distance along the ground 
until proper speed had been acquired, 
a*slight turn in the bow control was 
made and the “Silver Dart’’ graceful- 
ly slid ‘into the air, moving at a uni- 
form distance of ten feet from. the 
ground. p ; 

The aerodrome made three success- 
ful flights up and down. the field, 
northwest to a clump of jack pines 
and back again to the shed, main- 
taining. perfect’ balance and _ being: 
under control all the time. 

The surface of the field on which 
the trials took place is uneven. The 
ground is anything but level, and lit 
tle rounded hummocks rise irregular- 
ly here and there, leaving countless 
smal! depressions, separated by, tiny 
ridges. «One walking might notice 
these irregularities, but it would be 
difficult to do so when riding, and on 
account of the thick scrub, almost im- 
possible when sailing through the air. 

When the aviator is seekinga land- 
ing, the idea is to light on a crest 
and slide gently down the slope,-but 


if the air-is bad and he strikes a: 


knoll at a greater angle than on the 
level, the shock is much worse. This 
is just what happened yesterday. On 


the fourth flight, McCurdy sought « 
landing about seventy ya: from the 
shed, but owing to the sun, co’ 


not see the knoll. The machine was 
traveling eastward at an high speed 
and the forward wheel struck the 
ground heavily.. The machine boano- 
ed and fell on its side fifty yards fur- 
theron, and about twenty yards from 
the shed a shapeless mass of splinters, 
twisted steel and torn silk. 

The loss of the “Silver Dart” is 
keenly felt by Baldwin and McCurdy. 
It was the first flying machine made 
in Canada and represented months of 
painstaking work at Baddeck, NS., 
and from its hi or more suc- 
cessful flights it had become an ob- 
ject of affection. But the purpose for 
which it was set up has been achiev- 
ed; and the principles are amplified 
in “‘New Bad No. 1." Work on 
this new machine has begun and the 
motor will be installed without delay.”

Float a Magnetized Sewing Needle In 
; a Bowl of Water. 

If a thoroughly dry and clean sewing 
needle is carefully Jald on the surface 
of water in a basin the needle will float 
in spite of the h&h density of steel-— 
geveh or élght (ities that Uf water. 
On close inspectica it is found that the 
surface of the water is depressed under 
the needle, much as if there were a 
thin film stretched over the water and 
slightly ented by the weight of the 
needle. ¥ . 

This property of liquids of offering 
a certain resistance to a force exerted 
‘upon thelr surface is termed “surface 
‘tension. The magnitude of the force 
of surfdce tension varies from one 
Nquid to another, It is greatest in the 
ease e¢; mercury.

*Lecating a Broken Wire. 

When a telegraph wire is broken or 
damaged, say, several hundred miles 
away, how does the operator, sitting 
in his Office, know exactly where the 
accident Fred? 

The explanation is almple. It re- 
quires, every one knows, consider- 
able force to send electricity through. 
a wire. The longer the wire the 
greater, of course, must be the force 
required. This force is measured in 
units called by electriclans “ohms.” 
Let us suppose that a wire between a 
New «York office and a point 150. miles 
away bas broken somewhere. The 
telegrapber knows that when the wire 
was jntact there were required, say, 
2,100 obma to facilitate the current, or 
fourteen ohms to the mile. He now 
finds tbat he cau send a current with 
onjy 700 olbms. Dividing 700 by 14, 
be finds that the break in the wire is 
fifty miles from bis end.

Liddell immedi- ‘ 
stely applied the emergency brakes | 
and stopped the train in a short dis- 
tance, but not before two hundred 
feet of roadbed had been cut to pieces.

sharp and painful, Rapid swelling 
follows till a’great lump is ‘formed at 
and about the wound, the glands often 
become swollen ‘and painful, and. the 
tongue swells so that’ speech may be- 
come dificult. ‘fhe pain lasts’ from 
two td twenty-four ; hours, usually 
about a day, and it is exceptional if 
avy serious effects follow..

‘The 
screams of a person so attacked attest 
the palo, and we dread the centipeds. 
1 bare seen them in the Jungies over 
afoot long and about three’ inches 
broad. Usually they are less than halt 
this size. and fortunately thelr attacks 
are rare. There ara smaller centi- 
Peds, and bad efough it is to be bit- 
ten by them, but {t is the big fellows 
in the woods which we dread. 

Of all the insects which crawi about 
{n the tropics the tarantula is most to 
be dreaded. it sinks its fanglike jaws 
deep in the flesh, and a poison which 
Cowes out around ‘them {is carried into 
the wound. ‘The soft body of the 
spider permits it to be easily killed, 
and if there {s a way open for escape 
the tarantula will take it, perhaps not 
biting at all. One bite It gives, seldom 
wore, and this ts sufficient. Days of 
soffering must be endured, and death 
may occur, Violent swelling follows 
the bite of a tarantula and affiicts all 
that part of the body which bas been 
bitten. At times the flesh becomes 
discolored, and with the fotense pain 
2 form of paralysis develops which 
may result in death. If, however, the 
person bitten {s enjoying fair health 
no evil effects result, but where the- 
blood ts in poor condition, the heart 
weak or other organic troubles are 
Present then stings or bites from 
creeping {fosects, not only taraotulas, 
but all of theni, are apt to be fatal.

NOT BADLY DAMAGED, 


Kingston, Avg- 16.— The steamer 
Kingston arrived here this morning 
with ber bulwarks boarded up from 
the bump that che steamer Tarbinia 
gave ber. The injuries which she re- 
Ceived were not of such a nature as 
to prevent ber from making her trip. 
Although last night was one of the 
roughest ever experienced on the 
lake for this time of the year the 
Kingston, despite her injury, Crossed 
to tbis port and arrived in good 
time.

\could be poor unless be were incorri-

[In 1901 they took 603-4 per cent. of 
the /gross receipts; in -1906 they 
amounted to almost 691-2 per cent. 
This growth in the percentage is 
largely due to the increases in Wages, 
not only of the men who work on the 
road, but of those who in other

Pope Pius Says Ex-President Eliot of 
Ph Harvard Is Wrong. 

New York, “Aug. 20—A Rome de- 
spatch to The Times sxys that the ad- 
dress delivered by Charles W, Eligt, 
president Emeritus of Harvard, on 
July 2) at the Harvard summer school 
of theology, on “The Religion of' the 
Future," has been translated! by. the 
Pope’s order into Italian that he may 
more thoroughly comprehend it. 

The translation was read with great 
care by his holiness, who expressed 
Profound regret that a man of such 
‘authority and culture as. Dr. Eliot 
should spread theories which, he said, 
weer not,,in fact, « basis for the new 
Teligion of the future! but a negation 
of faith and of the principles which 
were the foundation of Christianity 
and of-modern civilization. 

- Eliot outlined hia idea of the 
ne igion in substance, in part as 
follows: 

“The new religion will not be based 
upon authority, either spiritual or 
temporal; the present generation is 
ready to be led, but not driven. “As 
a rule the older Christian churches 
have relied on authority. But.there 
is now a tendency toward liberty and 
Progress, and among educated: men 
this feeling is irresistible. In the new 
religion, there will be no personifiea- 
tion of natural objects; there .will be 
no defication of remarkable hu: 
beings, and the faith will not be ra- 
cial or tribal.’

FOUR SLAIN IN RIOT, . 


Oeputy-Sheriff and Three Troopers 
Killed at Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg, Pa.. Aug. 2t.—After <l- 
most « day of.quiet, rioimg broke out 
st night at the plant of the Pressed 
Steel Car Company, \Schoenville, x 
suburb, in which one depty-sherifi 
and three state troopera were killed 
Shortly before 9.30, a mob of atrik- 
ers gathered in front of the swinging 
Sates of the stockade, and began a 
concerted attack. The state troopers 
resisted and in the melee Harry Exe. 
ter, n deputy-sheriff, 50 years old, was 
shot and killed by a supposed. strike 
sympathizer. 
In an effort to arrest’ man picked 
out of the crowd as the one who did 


killed byy& revolver bullet. 

Two other troopers on foot were also 
shot and killed, falling into the arms 
of their comrades, 

The state troopers then opened fire 
on the mob in a volley for the first 
time since the inception of the strik-. 

Six strikers fell to the ground at 
the first round, three of them report- 
ed fatally wounded. 

The members of the mob then open- 
ed fire with rifles in return. Several 
troopers are reported to have been 
wounded. j 

An ambulance which was carrying 
the wounded troopers to a hospital 
wus later attacked and the driver was 
forced to flee. The frightened horsea 
plunged through the crowd, knocking, 
dow several persons. A detachment 
of treopers drove the ambulance to 
th hospital. a 

Among the seven casualties report- 
ed was that of Harry Eckley, an ex- 
policeman serving aa a deputy-sher- 
iff, whose only selative, a sister, is 
said to live in Toronto.

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AMONG THE CANNIBALS, 
Britith Force Goes Into Wilds of 


>, Northern -Nigeria.

hese operations, which were carried 
out among tribes who for the most 
part had never previously «seen a 
white man, proved entirely successful, 
and were so man: that there was 
actically no serious fighting. They 
Beran early in November ‘Iast, and 
only concluded in the middle of April 
The British force consisted of 700 
men of the southern Nigeria Regi- 
ment, under the’ command of Colonel 
Trenchard, who had with him thirty 
Officers, six Maxims and 700 carriers. 
The Yala people, in whose country 
the columns remained for s month, 
gave a good deal of trouble. When 
their villages were entered they were 
found to be deserted, the women and 
live stock having ‘been removed. The 
men meanwhile had formed bush 
camps in the open yam fields, where 
they could see the approach: of the 
British, and had also hidden in the 
branchea of tr3 avouts, whose duty it 
was to fire signal guns. 
The people then took to their heels 
and encamped elsewhere, but fired on 
the column when they were in what 
phey regarded as a tight corner. This 
ribe, like most of those encountered, 
was armed with flint locks and carried 
poisoned arrows, but, fortunately, the 
country was fairly open and the aim 
not very acturate. E 
After somie weeks of this kind of 
thing the Yala came in, but declined 
to give up their arma. 
In places the oatives, hearing of the 
approsch ot a large force, dug pits 
and planted staxes to prevent their 
progress. What little hostility there 
was occurred during the earlier part 
of the operations in the Okpoto coun- 
try and among the northern Ibo 
tribes, z 
Colonel Trenchard’s force started in 
two columns—one from the Niger and 
one from the Cross River—with in- 
structions to make for an unknown 
spot marked X. the two afterward 
joining at Ikem, where the first base 
camp was formed. From this base 
small columns wer sent out in vari- 
ous directions. each being responsible 
for a definite district, which was to 
be mapped, and where the officers’ 
duty was to get into touch with the 
natives and to show them how to 
make good roads. 
In each case the commanding officer 
ef the’ column summoned the local 
chief and explained the Government 
terms, emphasizing the fact that all 
human ‘sacrifices must stop, that good 
roads must be made, and that a Brit- 
ish commissioner would be appointed, 
who would eettle all disputes. 
On these “ccasions there were im- 
pressive gatherings of thousands .of 
Natives, in many cases cannibals, and 
for the moet part naked, or practically 
80. They did not show undue delight 
at the advent of the British. and, as 
a rule, silently listened to the recital 
of the Government terms, and then 
slowly dispersed. 
The various columns report that 
they found far less human sacrifice 
and juju rites in the hitherto un- 
known north than among the tribes 
of the delta, and, on the whole, the 
ple were of a better physical type. 
Several juju places were seen, and a 
ig centre was destroyed. It was im- 
ssibte to discover the nature of the 
juju rites practiced, but in the vicin- 
ity of on= big juju house discovered in 
a bush clearing there was found a 
gcod deal of Llood—whether human or 
not was rot ascertained.

for active service. 5 

The military telephones linking up 
the ‘barracks were soon busy with the 
order, and mounted orderjies carried 
the summons to those officers who 
live out of barracks. 

Some of the battalions were already 
in the field; the Gloucesters, for in- 
Stance, having left barracks at four 
o'clock for a long day’a operations. 
They were summoned back by mount- 
ed men and cyclist messengers, and 
within the héur every barracks was 
the centre of activity. 

Wagons were dragged out and load- 
ed with stores, water-carts filled, am- 
munition drawn from the magazines 
and distributed, and field dressings 
and emergency ratjons issued to the 
men with their metal ‘identity dises 
and pocket ledgers. 

For some time past the chiefs of 
staff have been working at this mobi- 
lization scheme to render it perfect 
for a sudden call, and the test that 
was being applied could only be 
equalled by the actual call of war. 
Indeed, among many pf the troops the 
belief was accepted that an invasion 
was an seooele es fact. j 

The telegraph wires had carried the 
news to those officers and men away 
on week-end leave, and. the earl 
trains to Aldezshot were filled wit 
anxious soldiers, who on reaching the 
stations raced up to their barracks, 
to appear in a short space of time ac- 
countred and equipped for service. 

Six hodrs was the time given for 
the units to get on parade. ready to 
move off, but so perfect was‘the ma- 
chinery that in the great majority of 
enses little more than half that time 
wna needed to report all ready. 

From the Army Service Corpa bar- 
racks parties of butchers and bakers, 
clerks, saddlers, and artificers march- 
ed off to join the brigade and divi- 
aional headquarters, orery man hav- 
ing his allotted place and his special 
duties. 

No confusion marked the prepara- 
tions, and long before the allotted 
time waa up nearly 20,000 men, artil- 
lery, cavalry, and infantry, with engi- 
neers and supply transport services, 
were eve iptea ‘out of barracks to go 
wherever needed.

lars went up in smoke Saturday af- 
‘ternoon in a fire which started at 2.15 
‘o'clock in the paint shop of the Tud- 
‘hope Carriage Co., and destroyed the 
entire plant, as well as about a dozen 
ethers Buildings. The insurance is 


roughly ,000. 
! The blaze inaugurated in the paint 
shop of the big Tudhope works, Al- 
‘though ‘the plant closes at-noon Sat- 
urdays, three or four men were still 
at work in this section of the plant 
when a sudden cloud of dense smoke 
enveloped’ them, and hey had to 
hurry for the stairs. By the time the 
alarm /was given, this building was 
roughly on fire, and despite the ef. 
forts of the’ fire brigade of 16 men, 
with scores of volunteer workers, it 
ate its way through the works and 
spread to surrounding property. 

D. C.-Thompson & [Co.'s bakery, 
Walker Bros.’s foundry ‘and ten resi- 
dences were also burnm!. Most of the 
contents of the latter were removed 
in time. J. R. Eaton & Son's planing 
mill was saved, after hervic efforts 
on the t of the employes. ; 

Luckily’ there was little or no wind 
or the whole town might have been 
devastated. Barrie sent a fire engine 
and men by special train, and Mid- 
land was in readiness to send a de- 
techment. The local water pressure, 
which is from the waterworks, was 
excellent. Firemen were on duty all 
j and even to-day the ruins were 
smouldering. The cause of the fire is 
still a mystery. 

The Tudhope Co. estimate their loax 
at from $400,000 to $450,000, with in- 
surance about one-half, distributed 
among thirty insurance companies, in 
amounts ranging from $3,000 to $15,- 
@00. It is fally expected that they will

Costly Pennies. 

Who «was Wiglaf? © Numismatists 
know, and gave £449 for two of his 
silver pennies at Sotheby'’s.- Wiglaf,- 
or Withlafe, as his name is some- 
times spelt in the old chronicles, was. 
that Ring of Mercia tributary to 
Egbert, first King of England, and 
held nominal sway between 825 and: 
839. His silver penny, without bust, 
with a cross in centre and a pellet in 
each angle within a beaded centre‘on 

obverse, and lunettes and pellets’ 
on the reserve, eaused exciting bid- 
ding, which reached £275 (Spink).: 
Only one other of this' particular type, 

























































British Museum. ‘Another Wiglaf 
penny, with a rude head in a circle 
and a.cross-crosslet in centre of re. 
verse, realized £174 (Lincoln).. This 
was found at Dorking in 1817. The 
sale was that of the famous Rash- 
leigh collection, A penny of Ecgberht 
(765-791)—not to be confounded with 
Ecgberht, son of Offa of Mercia, but 
the King of Kent mention in old 
charters—without a bust, but with 
the King’a name, made £153 (Lin. 
coln). Only three other coins of this 
type are known, two being in the 
Hunter Museum, Glasgow. An East 
Anglian penny of Eadvald, 319-227, 
tealized £52 (Lincoln), and one of 
Jaenberht, who was Archbishop of 
Cunterbury between 766 and 190, £93. 
This was discovered near Netley 
Abbey, and wears the names of Offa. 
and the Archbishop. In the digging 
of the foundation for the Martyrs’ 
Memorial at Oxford, another of this 
prelate’s pennies was found, and this 
fetched £20. A penny with the dia- 
demed bust” of Cynethryth, who waa 
Offa's Queen, made “£30 (Spink).

But it is now 
considered that there are other and 
equally important :considerations at 
the root of the general increase. The 
wheat fields of Britain, which have 
‘Deen cultivated for one thousand 
years, yield thirty bushels to the acre 
while in some of the. western states 
virgin soil yields less than thirteen 
or fifteen. The soil’ may, of course, 
determine the crop, but it may also 
be that under any methods of farm- 
ing it sould be impossible to do bet- 
ter. BF ene § i 

The new caus: of high prices has 
been determined by Mr. Wilson, the 
secretary of Agriculture of the Unit- 
ed States, whose intelligent grasp of 
agricultugal conditions has made him 
one of the most effective officials in 
the United States. . Mr. Wilson de- 
clares that “lack of farm hands, .a 
problem now faced by the farmer on 
this continent, is the chief cause of 
the high prices of food stuffs." 

In Canada the immigrants who 
Iand on our shores nearly all flock 
to the Jarger Those of them 
who have farm are incompetent 
and nearly useless because, as a 
Tule, unacquainted with modern farm 
machinery. Boys raised on farms 
Jeave a8 soon as they attain certain 
ages for occupations in the cities, or 
in other industries, because of the 
long bours of labor on the farm. 
Prices of grain and vegetables are, 
ander these conditions, bound to be 
high and, of course, with these stap- 
les selling at high prices, the value 
of meats is thereby raised. 

It would be interesting, as the Ot- 
tawa’® Citizen. says, to know how 
many of the great number of immi- 
“grants brought into Canada last year 
are employed as farm laborers. It is 
scarcely probable that anything like 
a‘ proportionate percentage of them 
have been satisfied with farm work. 
They have crowded into the cities and 
helped raise the prices of food stuffs. 
The immigration business, Indiscrim- 
inately conducted, is an expensive 
one to every citizen of Canuda. What 
is needed is fewer immigrants and 
more farm Jaborers.

In the rig 
with him were Fred Swithenbank, 11- 
year-old son of John Swithenbank, 
who received a severe fracture of the 
skull, and John Ward, also of Streets- 
ville, who escaped. 

The horse was almoat cut to pieces 
andthe tig wus smashed ‘into kindling 


wood. 

By dropping out of the back of the 
buggy when the train was only ten 
feet away, Ward escaped. 

The young men had hitched up Mr. 
Gaunt’s horse and were enjoying -a 
drive. They did‘not hear the train 
coming, and some people say that the 
whistle did not blow, 

Before reaching the crossing the 
train sweeps around a sharp curve. 
At the junction of the track and the 
toad is an orchard, which shuts out 
the view. The train was traveling ut 
a high speed, anil before the -young 
men could realize was on top of them. 

The engine struck the rig about the 
front wheel and Gaunt was carried 
down the track with the bugzy and 
horse, while 8mithehbank was thrown 
to one side of the track. The injured 
boy was brought on the train t6 To- 
ronto and taken to St. Michael's Hos- 

, pital, where he was still unconscious 
early this morning and very low. The 
body of young Gaunt was removed tt 
the home of his father. i

To Improve Detroit Channel.

SCIENTISTS TALK CROPS. 
Gathering at Winnipeg Discusses the 
r Wheat Yield. : 

- Winnipeg, Aug. 31.—Three sections 
of the British Association for> the 
Advancement of Science—chemistry, 
agriculture and  botany—yesterday 
combined their forces to discuss scien- 
tific’ problems f supreme importance 
to the wheat industry. 

A. E. Humphries, one of the larg- 
est English millers: and president of 
the British Millers’ Association, said 
the British public demanded a flour 
that will make «# large shapely loaf 
of good color. Manitoba hardly filled 
the bill. Much yet remained to be 
done “by the chemists in co-relating 
chemiéal qualitics and baking quali- 
ties. \ 

Prof Herdy, who was deputed by 
Cambridge University to investigate 
the question of the strength of wheat, 
said -that discussions on wheat 
Strength #lways reminded him of a 
hunt for the holy grail. Wheat 
Strength was made up of a large 
number of qualities, and what they 
Were in search of was not the holy 
grail, but an array of archangels.
